_IN LABOR CENTERS 


Extension Courses Offered by 
University of California Prov- 
ing a Great Success 


BERKELEY, Cal., Jan. 27 (Special) 
—The use of the labor union or other 
organizations ‘of workingmen as a cen- 
tér for the dissemination of knowledge, 
either technical, literary or general, 
is being given a trial by the extension 
division of the University of Cali- 
fornia. 

A department of labor education was 
organized within: this extension service 
last September. After rather more 
than four months’ trial, the depart- 
ment is reported a suctess, and will be 
continued, providing opportunities for 
labor education throughout the state 
of California.. 

The report states that the term 
„labor“ as used shall in no way be 
construed to inchude organized labor 
exclusively, “The term shall be un- 
derstood to inelude all kinds of voca- 
tional. workers of any grade or any 
trade who are interested in labor edu- 
cation. Any group of persons who are 
sufficiently. interested to warrant the 


‘| organization of a ‘class will be con- 


sidered.” * 

In the field of technical education 
the university extension division now 
offers courses, to workers in com- 
merce, mathematics, electricity, draw- 
ing, chemistry, physics, mechanics, 
hydraulics, telephony, machine shop, 
wireless, engineering and other sub- 
jects. 

The extension division has found 
that the study of political science and 
econamics is making a wide appeal. 
There are courses offered in elements 
of economics, money, banking, ex- 
change, labor history, and develop- 
ment, United States government, in- 
dustrjal and economic history of the 
United States, history of economic 
thought, problems of poverty, labor or- 
ganizations and labor legislation. 

Courses are also given in public 
speaking, argumentation, elementary 
English, English composition, modern 
literature and philosophy.

ot the Boston Chamber of Commerce 
‘made public yesterday. Many farms 
in one Massachusetts county alone 


have increased their production more 
than threefold by progressive and 
scientific methods, ‘it is stated, while 
within the last few years there has 
been a steady increase in the planting 
of apple trees and the cultivation of 
orchards. 

The report, which gives an ex- 
haustive analysis of the New England 
agricultural situation and a com- 
parison with the situation existing in 
other sections of the country, has been 
prepared by the bureau of agriculture 
and the bureau of information and in- 
vestigation of the chamber. 

Along 14 or 15 lines, it asserts, New 
England may count safely on a Sub- | 
stantial agricultural business. The | 
very fact that farmers have been 
forced to turn from bulk production 
to specialization and from ‘extensive 
to intensive cultivation has meant a 
greater production per acre and a 
greater consuming power for Boston 
Merchants and New England manu- 
facturers.

On the other hand, the raising of 
apples, which for a time had fallen 
off tremendously on account of the 
vast quantities of western apples 
shipped from Oregon and Washing- 
ton, is again returning to its rightful 
nlace. 

A marked increase in the average 
value per farm during recent years is 
cited -by the report as proof of the 
value of intensified farming methods. 
Farm machinery and the use of fer- 
tilizers help greatly in making the 
farms successful. That farming in 
New England pays is evidenced by the 
fact that Maine is one of three states 
in which more people live on property 
that they own free and clear than in 
rented houses. 


8 More Diversified 


New. England fatming is becoming 
more and more diversified. Some of 
the special lines which are proying 
profitable and in which these states 
stand high are dairying,, potatoes, mar- 
ket gardening, sweet corn, maple 
sugar, cranberries, apples, fresh eggs 
and poultry, onions, hay. seeds, nur- 
Sery stock and garden flowers. An 
increased attention to producing crops 
of high quality in all these Hnes is 
urged by the report as“a necessary 
measure to insure thé continued suc- 
cess of New England agricuiture.

dairy industry is certain to remain 


centers, while the success of truck 
gardens and chicken farms within the 
fast express districts is always sure. 

Although it is thought that New 
England may always import hay from 
the west and Canada, a very large pro- 
portion of that used is now drawn from 
Maine and Vermont. It is partly be- 
cause of the grass-covéred green hills 
of Vermont, which were excellent 
grazing fields. that this State became 
a leader in raising Morgan horses and 
pure-bred sheep. The abundance of 
grazing lands in Vermont is a guar- 
anty of the continuance of its dairy 
industry.

Association ‘foe Consolidation of 
Governmental Activities Into 
One Bureau, and Repeal of 


Adamson and Full Crew Laws- 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3—Consolida- 
tion of all governmental activities re- 
lating to railroads within one bureau 
or commission, which would include 
a tribunal representing the public ex- 
clusively, was among the “remedies” 
for the present situation of the car- 
riers proposed today by the National 
Association of Manufacturers before 
the Senate Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee. Repeal of such “artificial 
economic burdens” as the Adamson 
act and the full crew laws also was 
recommended by the Association, rep- 
resented through the National Indus- 
trial Council. 

These recommendations, according 


to C. S. Walker of Des Moines, Ia., who 
says 


H. B. Anderson, Secretary-Treasurer 


presented them to the committee, were 
based on a careful study, which com- 
prised the views of citizens whose 
active business life led them to real- 
ize the necessity for preserving the 
integrity of operation of the transpor- 
tation system, and to remove the over- 
shadowing dread of its financial break- 
down or the arbitrary interruption of 
its service.“ 

No solution of the present unsatis- 
factory conditions will be possible, Mr. 
Walker said, that “does not assure to 
the management (of the railroads) the 
opportunity to fulfill its primary obli- 
gation to give uninterrupted and effi- 
cient service at reasonable rates.” 

Any recognition of the authority of 
state tribunals in national transporta- 
tion matters, he. declared, “is retro- 
gressive and injurious to industrial

The right of the public to intervene 
in all railroad matters of interest to 
it should be explicitly set forth, the 
statement contended, and the proposed

‘AS TO MUSICAL 
SUITABILITY. 


There are two classes or music 
lovers whose ideas are a hindrance 
to the advance of the art. 
first, that class which digains all 
light music, or thinks of it as some- 
‘thing which is bad in itself, and 


avoids on the ground that it is heavy, 
‘music which receives the approval of 
the former class. Of these two classes 
the latter is the less harmful, because 
it does not set itself up as the teacher 
and model of all other classes, or 
deny the right of the others to exist. 
Yet the mistake of both is the same 
in this one respect, 
to realize that all good music has 
its place, and most music loses its 
soodness by being used out of place. 
Bad music’ is always bad, but the 
lightest may be good and the heaviest 
is also frequently good if it does not 
ohtrude itself into centers. of public 
relaxation. 

A well-known director of theatrical 
music has said that “Shakespeare 
never introduced music without good 
reason,” and it is because. many 
theatrical managers of today intro-

Yet there 
is much that is fitting, without rank- 
ing as high art, but justified by its 
suitability.

This seems 
to indicate that, as a general rule, 
heavy music is out of place in the 
theater—that as a supplemental art, 
music is at its best when it calls for 
little sustained thought on the part of 
the listener.
